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Abstract 
Problem 

The problem of this invention is to provide a type of toothbrush that can brush the 
mucous membrane in the oral cavity at the same time. 



Constitution 

On the periphery of the portion of handle (1) of the toothbrush where brush (2) is planted, 
brush (3) for the mucous membrane having plural fine bxmips is formed for brushing the mucous 
membrane in the oral cavity and the surface of the tongue. As another method, instead of said 
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brush for the mucous membrane having plural fine bumps, a brush of short bristles of a soft raw 
material or a sponge-shaped thin sheet is bonded for use as said brush for the mucous membrane.

Claims 

1 . A type of toothbrush that brushes the mucous membrane in the oral cavity at the same 
time characterized by the fact that on the periphery of the portion of handle (1) of the toothbrush 
where brush (2) is implanted, brush (3) having plural fine bumps is formed monolithically with 
the handle for brushing the mucous membrane in the oral cavity and the surface of the tongue. 

2. The toothbrush described in Claim 1 characterized by the fact that only the portion of 
said brush for the mucous membrane is molded from another raw material, and the molding is 
fixed on the periphery of said brush implanting portion of said handle. 

3. The toothbrush described in Claim 2 characterized by the fact that instead of said brush 
for the mucous membrane having plural fine bumps, a brush of short bristles of a soft raw 
material or a sponge-shaped thin sheet is bonded for use as said brush for the mucous membrane. 

Detailed explanation of the invention

Technical field of the invention 

The present invention pertains to a type of toothbrush that can brush the mucous 
membrane in the oral cavity at the same time.

Prior art 

For a conventional toothbrush, only a brush dedicated to brushing teeth is formed.

Problems to be solved by the invention 

Because said conventional toothbrush is dedicated to tooth brushing, when the mucous 
membrane in the oral cavity or the surface of the tongue is to be brushed, another brush is 
needed. This invention is for overcoming this disadvantage.

Means to solve the problems 

On the periphery of the portion of handle (1) of the toothbrush where brush (2) is planted, 
brush (3) for the mucous membrane having plural fine bximps is formed for brushing the mucous 
membrane in the oral cavity and the surface of the tongue. As another method, instead of said 
brush for the mucoxis membrane having plural fine blimps, a brush of short bristles of a soft raw 
material or a sponge-shaped thin sheet is bonded for use as said brush for the mucous membrane. 
According to this invention, with said constitution, the toothbrush can brush the mucous 
membrane in the oral cavity at the same time.

Embodiment of the invention 

hi the following, embodiments of this invention will be explained. 

(A) As an application example of Claim 1 , on the periphery of the portion of handle (1) 
of the toothbrush where brush (2) is implanted, brush (3) for the mucous membrane having plural 
fine bumps is formed monolithically with the handle for brushing the mucous membrane in the 
oral cavity and the surface of the tongue. 

(B) As an application example of Claim 2, only the portion of said brush for the mucous 
membrane is molded from another raw material, and the molding is fixed on the periphery of 
said brush implanting portion of said handle. 

(C) As an application example of Claim 3, instead of said brush for the mucous 
membrane having plural fine bumps, a brush of short brisfles of a soft raw material or a 
sponge-shaped thin sheet is bonded for use as said brush for the mucous membrane. 

(D) The toothbrush of this invention can also be adopted as an electric toothbrush. 
With the aforementioned constitution, when the toothbrush of this inveaition is used, by 

performing the same brushing operation as in the prior art, it is possible to brush both the teeth 
and the mucous membrane around the teeth at the same time. Also, it is possible to brush the 
surface of the tongue with said brush for the mucous membrane. 
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[0006] 

Effect of the invention 

By using the toothbrush of this invention, it is possible to brush the teeth and the mucous 
membrane around the teeth at the same time. Also, it is possible to brush the surface of the 
tongue with said bumps. Consequently, it has good effects for hygiene in the oral cavity. 

Brief description of the figures 

Figure 1 is a front view of this invention. 

Figure 2 is a side view of this invention. 

Figure 3 is an enlarged cross-sectional view taken across A-A. 

Figure 4 is an enlarged cross-sectional view taken across A-A in Claim 2. 

Figure 5 is an enlarged cross-sectional view taken across A-A in Claim 3.
